KATHRYN DODGE 


ADEE, VETERAN | 
DIPLOMAT, DIES 


Second Assistant Secretary of 
State Passes 


Fifty-four Years Service 
Comes to Close 


> 
Considered Authority on 

WASHINGTON, July 56.—Alvey 
A. Adee,. Second Assistant Secre- 
tary of State and patriarch of the 


American Diplomatic Service, died 


today at his home here. 

Mr. Adee, who &2 years of 
age. had a continuous service in 
diplomacy covering fifty - four 
years. He was conceded to have 


the most intimate knowl-/° 


possessed 
edge of any single individual of 
American diplomacy and the for-/} 
eign relations of the United States 
generally. For thirty-eight years 
he had held the post of Second As- 
sistant Secretary. 

A series of complications itnei- 
dent to the advanced age caused 


Mr. Adee’s death. Owing to his} 


failing strength he had been re- 
lieved of routine duties for several 
years past and had served as ad- 
viser extraordinary on all import- 
ant questions affecting precedents 
or diplomatic usage or custom. 

history of the State Depart- 
ment during the last half century 
could not be written without al- 
most daily reference to Alvey Au- 
gustus Adee. 

‘From the position of Seoretary 
of Legation in 1870, he rose in 
sixteen years to Second Assistant 
Secretary of State. Because this 
place was nonpolitical, he chose to 
remain in it rather than accept the 
first assistant secretaryship, a po- 
litical post. 


WROTE PAPERS 


Not only in times of great in- 
termational strain was he often 
called upon to act as Secretary of 
State, but he was the author of 
many State papers upon which 
rest the fame of several lofty fig- 
ures that have filled the portfolio 
of state. His personality was so 
impressed on the meth of busi- 
ness of the department that no in- | 
novation ever was attempted with- 
out his indorsement.

Due to his connection with the 
department in Washington and his 
extensive foreign travels. he be- 
came acquainted with diplomatists, 
croWned heads and leaders of 
thought in all parts of the world. 
Almost every summer, often ac- 
companied by his old friend, Alex- 
ander M. Thackara, of the con- 
sular service, he would travel in 
Europe, frequently by bicycle, col- 
lecting svarious specimens and, 
photographing ancient castles and 
ruins. 

Mr. Adee was born in Astoria, 
N. Y., November 27, 1842. Suffering 
from impaired hearing from his 
birth, a limitation so severe as to 
make his subsequent great inte!- 
lectual development the more _re- 
markable, he received his educa- 
tion from private tutors. At an 
early age he showed an aptitude: 
for modern languages, which he 
further developed by a long 
destrian tour through Europe in 
1867. In 1899 he received from 
Yale the degree of M.A., honoris 


causa. 

He studied civil engineering with 
his uncle until 1869 when, at the 
invitation of Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, then Minister to Madrid, 
he accompanied him in a nomi-. 
nal capacity of private secretary in 
order to enjoy a brief sojourn in 

pain. Thus he was associated 
with John Hay. at that time secre- 
tary of the, Madrid Legation, and 
upon Mr. Hay’s retirement in 1870 
Mr. Adee became regularly at- 
tached*to the diplomatic service as 
his successor.

Puerto Mexico on Atlantic, 


be Restored for Trade 


SANTA*LUCRECIA (Mex.) July 
5.—An @ffort is to be made by the 
Mexican government to rehabili- 
tate the harbor and port of Salina 
Cruz) the Pacific terminus of the 
National ‘Tehuante Raliroad. 
The first step in this direction has 
just been taken in the awarding of 
the contract for dredging the har- 
bor and channel of the port, so as 
to enable the larger ocean ateam- 
ships to entef there. 

It is asserted that the heavy loss 
of trana-Isthmian traffic, which the 
National Tehuantepec Railroad has 
last fifteen 
years, is due largely to the poor 
condition of Salina Cruz Harbor. 

Several lines of ocean carriers, 
whieh formerly made regular stops 
at that port. no longer visit there. 
The enormous dry dock, which 
was erected at Salina Cruz during 
be latter days of President Por- 


firo Diaz's administration, and the) 


modern shipside facilities which 
were then installed, are now in di- 
lapidated condition. Great ware- 
houses in which large stocks of 
goods were stored are now e@ipty 
and falling to ruin. Phe 188 miles 
of railroad, which spans the Isth- 
mua, will have to be ullt ‘in 
order to accommodate eny ae 
increase of traffic. 

The Atlantic port on Puerto 
Mexico, or Coatzacoalcos as it 
was formerly called, also is in bed 
condition, it is stated. In order

Halt of World 
Textile Cott

“(XCLUSIVE DISPATCH 
NEW YORK, July 6.~—The pro- 


portion of American cotton con-} 


sumed by the textile industry of 
the world is illustrated ih the lat- 
est figurés published by the In- 
ternational Federation of Cotton 
Spinners’ Associations. These fig- 
ures show that during the six 
months ending January 31, 1924, 
the textile industry of the world 
wonsumed 10,434,000 bales of cot- 
ton, of which 5,732,000 bales came 
from America. About the same 


proportion is evident in the figures 
for the previous six months—10.- 


759,000 total, and 6,004,000 Amer- 


ican—and for the six months end- 
ing January 31, 1923—11,384,000 
bales total and 6,662,000 bales of 
American cotton. 

The latest report of the Britis 
Cotton Growing n shows 
that, exclusive of India, the Brit- 
ish empire produced last year 
178,200 bales of 400 pounds each 
valued at £5,500,000. These figures 
favorably with 103,400 
Dales valued at £2,716,000 in 1922. 

The report of the association 
draws attention to the significant 
fact that American mills in the 
last twenty years have increased 
their consumption of American 
cotton from 36 per cent to 61 per 
cent. If such increase should. con- 
tinue for another twenty years 
America would have no cotton to 
spare for Europe.

_ WITH LA JOLLA 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SAN DIEGO, July 6.—What Is 
regarded as the major develop- 
ment project of the year was com- 
pleted the ist inst., when the San 
Diego-La Jolla branch of the San 
Diego Electric Railway was com- 
pleted, and regular schedules 
were put into effect. 

Railway company engineers es- 
tablished a local record in the 


constructi6én of the new high- 
speed line. Ground was broken 
for the La Jolla extension on Oc- 
tober 22, last, and at that time 
the company promised the new 
line would be in operation to 
Ocean Beach on May 1, and to La 
Jolla by the ist inst. Both pre- 
dictions came true. . 

The La Jolla line follows the 
east shore of the harbor to Point 
Loma Boulevard and then goes di- 
rectly across the flats lying be- 
tween the bay ahd Mission Bay to 
the north. Formerly the Ocean 
Beach line proceeded through 
Loma Portal and thence to Ocean 
Beach. Traffic over this line has 
been eliminated, with the ex- 
ception of regular service direct 
to Roseville, a short distance east 
of Fort Rosecrans. 

Marked impetus has been given 
the development of the ocean 
frontage between Ocean Beach 
and La Jolla since announce- 
ment of the La Jolla extension. 
The new line gives the several 
beach communities—Ocean Beach, 
Mission Beach, Pacific Beach, 
Bird Rock and La Jolla—a high- 
speed express service with the 
most modern equipment, and 
brings these communities many 
minutes nearer the city. 

The La Jolla project, and with 
it the Mission Beach project—the 
latter involving.an outlay of more 
than $3,000,000—1is one of sevaral 
items on an expansion program 


approved by Clause Spreckels, son 
of John D. Spreckels, and gene 
manager of a number of 
Spreckels interests. 
“Development and growth 


of 
any community are largely de- 


pendent upon transportation fa- 
cilities, and particularly on the 
expansion of its street electric 
railway,” Claus Spreckels said in 
discussing the La Jolla enterprise. 
“The Sag Diego Electric Rail- 
way Company assumed the re- 
sponsibility of aiding in the steady 
development of the metropolitan 
district by extending its lines in 
various directions, and our five- 
year programm of betterment ranks, 
I believe, as°a wonderful achieve- 
ment for a city the size of San 
Diego. In many cities in the 
Middie West and East the street- 
car companies have diminished 
their service and have abandoned 
many lines. The fact that in San 
Diego we are proceeding to in- 
crease the transportation facilities 
is merely evidence that San Diego 
has arrived.” 

The etreet railway improve- 
ments just completed were 
planned with the idea of serving 
a community several times the 
present size of San Diego. 

La Jolla, in honor of the com- 
pletion of the new line, had a 
great celebration July 4. Known 
as the “La Jolla-fication,” 
celebration included a street pa- 
rade, addresses by prominent cit- 
izens, and a fireworks display. Ev- 
ery community in the county was 
represented.

At the May primaries the Power Bureau 
asked authorization of a bond issue of 
$21,000,000 as its absolute minimum for the 
next three years. Not only does the Rail- 
road Commission find that this sum was 
$5,000,000 too high, but, for the $16,000,000 
which the commission allows, it includes 
features which, by the Power Bureau’s own 
figures, are worth an additional $7,505,000 
to the city and which were NOT included in 
the Bureau’s*$21,000,000 program. 

In other words, the Railroad Commission 
experts show how $16,000,000 will carry out 
a program for which the Power Bureau 
would have required $28,505,000—a saving to 
the taxpayers of $12,505,000. 

Tt means that, at best, there was 
$12,505,000 worth of incompetence and waste 
in the Power Bureau's program. Or it means 
that that enormous sum was intended to be 
set forth in the ostensible program. Pro- 
ponents of the incompetence theory will re 
call the secret, unadvertised sale of power 
bonds to the Hellman syndicate at a loss to 
the public of $1,985,495—a loss which was 
prevented only by an appeal to the courts. 
Those who see in the matter another at- 
tempt to camouflage illegitimate expendi- 
tures find their justification in Judge But- 
ler’s decision ordering the Power Bureau to 
restore to the city treasury large sums 
fllegally spent in playing politics and in the

More than 300,000 acres 
of forest reserve have been de- 
stroyed since January 1, last,. by 
fire, and with the coming of th 
vacation. period this loss will be 

creased.

It is expected that this year will 
show the largest fire loss of any 
in the history of the State. While 
the fire loss is inc ing annual- 
ly, 1924 will undoubtedly show at 
least twice the fire loss of last 
year. This is largely due to the 
fact that up to date we have re- 
ceived but six and one-half inches 
of rainfall, while the normal rain- 
fall is fifteen inches. .Fo ex-. 
perts state that 1924 is the driest 
year since 1864 and unless immed- 
iate action is taken, the damage by | 
fire to the watersheds will be stu- 
pendous. 


‘FLOOD DANGER INCREASED 
The destruction by fire of brush

But 1858, the year that Lincoln 
and Douglas took the platform and 
spoke throughout the State of 
Iilinols, was the banner year for 
Alton City Hall. Douglas, pop“ 
ularly known as “the Little Giant,” 
was a man of established posi- 
tion. He was widely respected and 
feared for his ability in a contest 
of words. Historians say his tech- 
nique lay in his faculty for cloud- 
ing the point at issue with some 
of its minor attributes and ripping 
these irrejevancies.so to tatters 
that the bewildered listener con- 
cluded that he had won the main 
point, when as a matter of fact 
he had not argued merely at all. 
Another reason wh e often won 
in debate was that he indulged in 
personalities to such a degree that 
his opponents often lost command 
of themselves and their 
and floundered hopelessly. + 

In striking contrast to these 
doubtful meéthods were Lincoln's 
clear logic, straight thinking and! 
poise. The tall, awkward young 
lawyer never lost contro] of the 
situation. Each man had the in- 
terest of the countryside, and peo- 

le many times flocked to the de- 

tes more from a love of sports- 
manship than to hear timely polit- 
ical questions discussed. Two such 
important figures in the events of 
the day and two such constrast- 
ing personalities were worth go- 
ing miles to hear. 

On the night of the memorable 
debate at Alton the little town was 
filled with people who had come 
from far and near. Feeling ran 
high because the questions dis- 
cussed were those on which the 
whole nation was divided, namely, 
States’ rights and the slavery is- 
sue. Bonfires were lighted, every 
store and house held its. group of 
men who felt keenly about the de- 
bate, and there was great excite- 
ment. ‘ 

Stephen A. Douglas, short and 
sturdy, with his handsome head 
held high. was the favorite. He 
took the stand that the States of 
the Union should be allowed to 
apart 
from national interference—and 
he wished that belief to be ap- 
plied to the slavery question. Kan- 
sas, then a territory, was applying 
for admission to the Union, and 


there was much discussion as to 


whether it should enter as a slave 
State or free State. Douglas -con- 
tended that the statement of the 
Deciaration of Independence that 
“all men ere free and equal” did 
not apply to the negro. Regard- 
ing the question -whether slavery 
was right, morally, he declared he 
was completely indifferent. In 
maintaining his indifference on

the subject. Douglas put Lincoln 
tim an uncomfortable light by de-

attitude at all. Douglas spoke 
with great heat and his address 
Was not well constructed, inas- 
much ag he had-to conclude his 
remarks very hurriedly as the hour 
w to a close. 


Lincoln’s place in poli- 
ics was not.nearly so assured as 
hat of Judge Douglas. But his

man of conscience and courage, 


and his refutation of points made 


by his opponent brought applause 
several] times. He sifted the wheat 
from the chaff and centered the 
attention of his audience on the 
real subject of the debate. His 
belief was that the States would 
have ty agree to what was best 
for the nation, and if necessary 
give up some of their rights He 
maintained that only in union 
would there be lasting strength. 
And in applying this principle he 
wanted e® nation to face the 
problem of the moral wrong of 
slavery as against the accepted 
theories. 


When Lincoln had been a young 
boy he was present at a slave auc- 
tion near the place of his birth in 
Kentucky: What he saw there 
had made him vow that if and 
when he got a chance he was go- 
ing to hit at slavery with all his 
might.

- While Federal! taxation ts the big 
question before the President and 
officials at Washington, te taxa- 
tion is a problem of probably 
greater importance to the country 
at large. For the last few decaiies 
there has been a progressive in- 
crease in county and State taxes 
of all sorts. The farmers declare 
that one of the most fruitful 
causes of their distress is heavy 
taxation; not the taxation that 
| Congress Imposes but the taxation 
of their own communities. <A-re- 
cent survey of land taxes made by 
the Department of Agriculture dis- 
closed that in some States land 
taxes have arisen 200 per cent or 
more within the last few years. 
States have eritered upon many 
activities which they formerly 
avoided. The 
bas had an enormous stimulus in 
the laet decade. Roads are ex- 
tremely costly,. not only to bulld, 
but to maintain, and the coun- 
ties and States have tax 
and bond themselves 


added greatly to their improve- 
ments. Public works of many va- 
rieties have been constructed at 
great expense. ; 

The Census Bureau recently re- 
ported on a study of taxation which 
discloses how much the American 
people pay to their governments. 
It showe that In the decade from 
1912 to 1922 State governments in- 
creased their taxes by 183 per cent. 
County governments. show an in- 
crease for the ten-year period of 
142 per cent. Cities increased tax- 
ation 80 per cent. This makes an 
average tax increase for the ten- 
year period of 115 per cent. 

An even greater increase is noted 
in the Federal taxes. It is shown 
that 1922 taxes were 380 per cent 
‘higher than Federal taxes in 1912. 
'The war must be taken into ac- 
count to explain this great in- 
crease. The major part of the cost 
of the war fell upon the Federal 
government rather than upon the 
States. The Federal! increase, added 
to the increase of local political 
divisions, gives an average increase 
for all taxes in the country for the 
ten-year period of 198 per cent. 
In other words, the American tax 
bill is just under three times what 
it was in 1912. 

The purpose of the President is 
to study out a scheme whereby 
there can be a general revision 
downward of all taxes, both Fed- 
eral and local. hopes that a 
conference of all taxing orficials 
of the nation can prepare euch a 
plan. It is expected to standardize 
and unify taxes to the end that 
the administration of tax laws 
shall be as simple as possible, both 
from the point of view of the tax- 
payer and from that of the offi- 
cials.

According to Dr. Bowers oysters 
have been grown in his experi- 
mental beds as large as a No. 7 
man’s shoe. The Mexicans dehy- 
Grate the bivalves in the sun and 
find a good market in their coun- 
try among people who like them 
that way. 

“Spat,” Dr. Bowers said, is the 
beginning of an oyster. It is 
thrown off in a form resembling 
@ small smoke screen. It attaches 
itself to rocks or other obstruc- 
tions in its wavering pathway and 
immediately starts the business of 
becoming a bucket of oysters. Four 
years must elapse from the time 
the spat lands until it is ready 
for the cocktail, frying pan or 
half-shell, Dr. Bowers estimates. 
His company virtually is a closed 
corporation, the stock being dis- 
tributed chiefly to himself and as- 
so viates.

|. . IS THE EYE OF MAN 


The origin of the faculty of vi- 
| sion is hidden in the depths of 
geological antiquity. The creature 
which first developed a sense or- 
gan for receiving the rapid ether- 
waves of light cannot now 
traced. Its last remains have been 
destroyed in the vast churnings 

d boilings of the earth’s crust 
which receded the Cambrian 
epoch. The Cambrian rocks them- 
selves are full of fossils, mostly 
of that cross between a king crab 
and a wood louse which we call 
a trilobite. And the trilobites were 
endowed with eyes of great com- 
plexity, consisting of thousands of 
lenses, which must have taken 
millions of years to develop from 
more rudimentary organs. 

We do know that green plants 
are sensitive to light, but their 
“vision” cannot in any 
ceed the general impression. of 
luminosity which we have in a 
thick fog. 

The animal world acquired vision 
in order the better to seek its 
prey or to escape from its enemies, 
It was no doubt the latter purpose 
which was served by that lost 
“third eye,” the pineal eye in the 
top of the head, the remains of 
which are conspicuous in the cha- 
meleon and are faintly discerni 
ble even in man. 

The eye of man is a composite 
organ of fourfold complexity. It 
has some 100,000,000 separate re- 
ceivers, some of which are adapted 
to vision in semidarkness, while 
the rest are specialized to perceive 
the three primary colors in a good 
light. ‘The former are the “rods” 
of the retina, minute cylinders of 
piles of discs clothed in purple 
pigment which becomes yellow and 
finally white under the action of 
light and has to be renewed be- 
fore vision can continue. The col- 
or-sensitive elements or “cones” 
are chiefly concentrated the 


in 
“yellow spot” of the retina, which 
we instinctively use for, clearest 


vision. 
It is only recently that the pe- 
cullarities of “rod-vision have 


been fully elucidated. Astronomers 
have been practicing “averted vi- 
sion” for some time and have found 


that a faint star is more clearly. 


discerned when it is not gazed at 
directly, for in the latter case its 
image is received on the cones 
covering the yellow spot, and these 
are often thsufficiently sensitive. 
Ghosts, will-o’-the-wisps, fleeting 
visions in darkened rooms and the 
so-called “N-rays’ are now all 
classed as phenomena of rod-vi- 
sion. Had the sun lost most of 
its Mght, or had man become an 
exclusively night-hunting animal 
since his appearance on earth, his 
optical equipment would no doubt 
by this time show nothing but rods 
on his retina. 

Instead, man has evolved into a 
being with a quick and keen per- 
ception of color end a fine distinc. 
tion of detail at a comparatively 
short range. His constant occupa- 
tion with -close-range work tends 
to make him near-sighted, a modi- 
fication which is en tation 
rather than a defect. 

The human eye is not a perfect 
instrument. As a telescope, a mi- 
croscope or a camera obscura, it 
has defects such as a good instru- 
ment-maker would not tolerate, but 
as a combination of all three it ts 
unsurpassed. In the coure of its 
age-long evolution it has adapted 
itself to sunlight to an extent 
which we have only In recent years 
been able to appreciate. It ie most 
sensitive to the greenfsh-yellow 
raye of sunlight—which, qualita- 
tively, is the same as daylight— 
and its rod-vision is well adapted 
to starlight and moonlight, though 
the latter is equivalent to the light 
of only a single candle ten feet

ARTIST HAS DE LUXE HOBBY 


Uses Puppets as Models 


for His Pictures; Asserts 


They Serve Him Better T han T hose in the Flesh

Artists’ hobbies are fine game. 
on one right here in Los Angeles’ art colony. 


I have just pounced successfully

The artist in question is Emil Kosa, world traveler and graduate of 
some of the best-known art academies of WBurope and for twenty 
years associated with Alphonse Musha, renowned allegorical, historical 


and decorative painter. 

Mr. Kosa, a native of Czecho- 
Slovakia, in his as yet short stay 
in the United States, has met with 
an unusual and deserved success 
—and developed his hobby—pup- 
pets de luxe. 


To begin, I must say that the 
Frenchy part of that is not an 
immaterial addition. Other folk 
may have their doll-actor hob- 
bies as they will.. These are the 
de luxe-lest de luxe puppets ever 
seen inside or out the houses of 
the noble lords and ladies or the 
temperamental geniuses of ar 
whose interest in these woode 
players, says Mr. Kosa, is no un- 
usua) thing in Europe. 

I listened, entranced, for three 
hours to the enthusiast. As I sat, 
the dolls wére walking, gesticulat- 
ing and posturing on the table be- 
fore me. 

“Why am I interested in them?” 
he said, pointing, with a half 
apologetic and wholly French 
shrug. “Watch them a moment!” 


WATCHED THE FIGURES 
» I watched as Mr. Kosa grouped 
three of the figures into a scene 
that might have been the leave- 
taking of some lord of old about 
to face a forelorn chance. The 
costumes suggested France in the 
later fifteenth century. The wom- 
an clung to the knight’s knees in 
a graceful abandomment of grief; 
a servant stood near with bowed 
head; the lord’s hands were out 
as if to push away what he must 
not think of. 

“Look,” continued the  pro- 
claimer of marionettes, “look how 
natural the puppets are. They 
are completely relaxed. They will 
not move until I wish it. Then 
they will take whatever new post- 
ures I have in mind. Twenty of 
them will pose in a small space. 
Do you wonder now why I am en- 
thusiastic about marionettes?

structed to meet his particular 
requirements, took, exclusive of the 
backgrounds and the electric wir- 
ing, considerably more than $300.

hair-dresser; a-fat fellow whose 
face is a miracle of caricature,

The last tariff act imposed 
a duty of 61 on each parrot and 
50 cents on each gther bird, and 
if the sailors will follow the for- 
mality of declaring their birds be- 
fore customs officers, it may serve 
hereafter to give a check on the 
migration. Heretofore the birds 
have been admitted duty free, and 
it is the undisputed law of the 
sea—has been for time immemo- 


rial—that sailors calling at ports’ 


in the tropics may buy parrots 
when offered by the natives and 
carry them without transportation 
charges to ports in the temperate 
zones. They may trade an old 
pair of pants, a blouse, at a port in 
Nicaragua for a “double yellow 
head,”.the greatest talking parrot. 
or they may come in with a blue 
Macaw from Brazil and sell it here 
for a sum ranging from $10 to $25, 
but Uncle‘ Sam now says t ey 
must hand the governmen t$1 for 
the privilege. 

Just what the old “salts” °o 
have plied their trade unmolested 
will say to this interference prob- 
ably is not printable, but the im- 
position is not etopping trade. 

The ‘greatest trouble, licensed 
dealers say, with buying a parrot 
from a sailor is that no one can 
tell juet how far the bird’s edu- 
cation has progressed. Nice, re- 
spectable, bright-plumaged birds,

Signal Hill, Garden Plot of Three 
Years Ago, Now Marvel ot .

Just three years ago oil was dis- 
covered at Signal Hill. The first 
well was brought in on June 24, 
1921. Since that spectacular and 
funforgettable drama, which shot 
land prices to undreamed - of 
heights, the hill has been trans- 
formed. 

It had been a great mound that 
rose 300 feet high in the back- 
yard of Long Beach. On its slopes 
were perched a few homes owned 
by discriminating people who en- 


joyed the magnificent sweep of 
scenery. 
Soon after the first trickle of 


black fluid, the hill bristled with 
derricks. To go among them now 
at night, the twinkling lights aloft 
on the rigs seem like shining win- 
dows of skyscrapers. And the 
sounds of pumps and drilling mock 
the murmur of a city’s traffic. . 


HOMES LOST IN RIGS 


A few elegant homes are lost in 
the forest of derricks. Roads are 
chopped through brownstone re- 
taining walls. A derrick has 
sprung in the withered ruins of 
one garden. Where the oil mon- 
ster sets its foot, beduty flees. 

Except for the brief period in 
which soldiers of Stockton and 
Fremont used the hilitop as an ob- 
servation post, it was considered of 
trifling value. In 1864, the whole 
Rancho Los Alamitos, of which it 
was a part, was lost by Don Abel 
Stearns because he could not pay 
a delinquent tax of $152. Los 
Alamitos was immense, consisting 
of six square leagues, while the city 
of Signal Hill, which has a modest 
area of three square miles, has an 
assessed valuation of $35,000,000. 

This huge taxable valuation, 
compared to its trifling size, makes 


[Signal Hill the .wealthiest city, per 


foot, in America. 
1500 population, the town’s per 
capita wealth, based on the as- 
sessed Valuation, figures $23,333. 


Is NOW A 


Its wealth made the hill a choice 
tidbit to the tax collector and in 
a way forced incorporation. By a 
14-to-1 vote, Signal Hill became 
a sixth-class city last April. 

It was another case of “taxation 
without representation.” This is 
the way Mayoress Nelson explains 
the community’s pre-election pre- 
dicament: 

“We pald $20,000 to the county 
for library tax, but weehad no li- 
brary. We paid tie county road 
tax of 35 cents per $100 valuation, 
making a $140,000 road fund. We 
paid $600,000 a year to Long

“Parrots do not begin talking to 
any extent,” a Grand-avenue deal- 
er gaid, “until they are about a 

year old. Then they progress rap- 
idly.

And 
that includes swear words—long, 
passionate, volubile, effective 
it precludes the rot

The 
great artist is neither conserva- 
tive or radical, he is so deeply en- 
grossed in his work that he has no 
time to be either. All we know, 
when we hang his work - beside 
that of lesa-gifted painters, is that 
the life disappears from the sur- 
rounding canvases. Then we know 
it is art. Art teachers, like mu- 
sical pedagogues, can give us in- 
fallible rules for painting, but at 
the best they can only turn out 
accomplished painters. A chance 
werd from the right master will 
light up the world for a genius, his 
work will bloom, strange flower 
that it is, and when-he is buried, 
generations of painters will dig 
around his grave. 

There have always been two 
factions in this world, those who 
are In and those who are trying 
to get in. Your true artist is nei- 
ther is nor out, he just is. One 
of the rewards of the art lover 
is the occasional discovery of un- 
usual talent among the ranks of 
artists. The methods of the mere 
painter and the true artist are the 
same, they both work away with- 
out self-consciousness, but in the 
latter there is a quality which we 
can only call “X," something that 
transcends the things he tries to do, 
in spite of himself. One of the 
most fascinating pastimes I can 
recommend to anyone ig the pur- 
suit of this mysterious quality in 
artists’ works. A very {nteresting 
collection of works of art could 
be gathered without any other 
guide than this.

Both the turpentine 
and paraffin wax should be of very 
good grade and no more paraffin 
used than will be completely dis- 
solved in the turpentine. After

These consist of a 
beam slab twelve inches thick and 
2.5 feet wide supported by an arch 
of fifteen feet radius, twelve inches 
thick and two feet“ high at the 
center. All struts are reinforced 
with three-quarters inch Ameérican 
steel bars, all being tied together 
and being continuous through the 
buttress walls to the side of 
canyon. 

Construction work was started 
in August, 1922, and the completed 
structure was turned over to the 
district May 16, this year, or 
twenty-Oné months later. 

Eleven months were taken in 
building roads and excavating. The 
excavation for arch and buttress 
foundation proved to be a very 
serious and costly operation on ac- 
count of the depth to bedrock and 
the constant menace of flooding. A 
cloudburst itn the winter of 183 
completely flooded the pits and 
burying the steam shovels under 
fourteen feet of muck and water. 

Bent Brothers, the contractors, 
met all these awkward construc- 
tion difficulties with determination 
in addition to many others which 
arose. J. C. Tripp is superintend- 
ent. Engineer . Frank Locke, 
the man who has worked night and 
day to draw up plans and assist 
in outlying plans for the success- 
ful building of this dam has prov- 
en ability as an engineer.

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BEVERLY HILLS IN FRONT 


Community Development One of Foremost in History 
of Southern California | 


| BY HELEN STARR 
An early morning vision of Beverly Hills with its red-tfled roofs, 


green lawns, luxuriant foliage and lazy blue clouds should 


be the 


traveler's first glimpse of California. Here, indeed, is beauty personi- 
fied. To the easterner who has lived in some stolid, unromantic vil- 
lage or grubbed and toiled in a murky, depressing factory town, this 
vision would be the realization of golden dreame. 


From the hille which form the 
oadckground of this fairyland city 
one catches glimpses of the shim- 
mering Pacific. In the canyons be- 
tween these hills are innumerable 
“happy valleys” where man and 
dog may tramp in quiet wilds and 
forget a throbbing city which lies 
a mere eight miles distant. Near- 
by country clubs afford social and 
physical relaxation. In Beverly 
the home owner enjoys life on a 
country estate” with close prox- 
imity to city business, beaches 
within easy access and an en- 
vironment of surrounding beauty 
not to be encroached upon in years 
to come. js 

Beverly Hills began its history 
with a romantic name. for its 
3100 acres. known as the Rancho 
Rodeo de las Aguas—'‘the ranch 
of the round-up. by the waters.” 
Here, about a large sycamore tree, 
which is still standing, herds of 
cattle were driven. and rounded 
up with the sycamore for a hub. 
At this spot the cattle were bought 
and conditioned for sale to mar- 
ket. The clear water of Coldwater 
Creek, which flowed through Cold- 
water Canyon, provided water for 
these herds as this was the only 
living water for miles in any di- 
rection. Even in early days, a dis- 
criminating, wealthy Spaniard 
chose this rancho as a most de- 
sirable piace for his home site. It 
in now eighteen years since this 
great rancho was sold and sub- 
divided. 

HIGHEST IDEAIS 

From the first the men whe laid 
omt Beverly Hills have held to the 
highest ideals for the development 
of their community. Wide and 
ourved streets were projected, hill- 
sides were blocked for picturesque 
estates and the lote were planned 
along spacious lines. Financiers 
who backed the Beverly Hills 
project had a future goal which 
looked far ahead of fast real es- 
tate sales. Building restrictions 
have always been high and the 
Beverly Hille Realty Board has 
been instrumental in adnering to 
this original standard and has 
preveated unscrupulous subdivid- 
ers from offering for sale lots not 
restricted in accordance with the 


ideals of the community. 

Large sums of money have been 
spent to beautify the atreets of 
Beverly with trees. 


cedars border the main boulevard 


through Beverly. Some street park- 


ing strips have been planted in the 
beautiful red flowering eucalyptus 
while others are lined in Arizona 
ash. The lovely ornamental Casa- 
rina tree has been used on some 
avenues and others are bordered 
with palms or peppers. From the 
beginning the site of the Beverly 
Hills Hotel was carefully planned. 

There are few public grounds in 
California more charming than 
the parks of Beverly. A large lily 
pond centers the lower park, which 


faces Santa Monica Boulevard, 
while behind this pond, like a 
graceful curtain, is one of the 


largest wistaria vines to be found 
in the State. Vine-covered walls, 
trees, cane and shrubbery suf- 
round the lily pond and every 
type of rare water plant is to be 
found in the pond. With its com- 
bination of colors the pond ie a 
delight not only to the citizens of 
Beverly but to thousands of oth- 
ers who pass it daily on the boule- 
vards. The upper park of Beverly, 
embracing about three acres, is 
bounded by Sunset Boulevard, 
Canyon and Beverly drives, and is 
impressive in its landscaping. 
Winding walks, pools, fountains, 
shady nooks and a marvelous 
planting of palms, trees, shrub- 
bery and flowers make this a spot 


ideal. 
UNIQUE HOMES 

Every home in Beverly Hills is 
unique, expressing as it does the 
personality of the owner and the 
finest technique of the builder. Ev- 
ery form of architecture is to be 
found here and mansions distinct- 
ively Spanish are found on the 
same avenues which boast Colo- 
nial homes, old English dwellings 
or others which have borrowed 
something of Indian and Aztec 
architecture 

The histoty of American archi- 
tecture is) like the growth of the 
American language, an old mixture 
of styles in which no one influ- 
ence predominates, but which, 
after a perfod of analysis gradu- 
ally provts itself the legitimate 
heir of all ages.

Favoring City Issue to 
Attend Conference 


Delegates from all organizations 
favorable to the power bonds at 
the last election are asked by Shir- 
ley C. Ward, acting chairman of 
the Citizens’ Power Bond Commit- 
tee, to attend a.conference to be 
heli at 4 p.m.

PROPER BALLOON PRESSURE 


Though balloon tires are made 
to be used at low air pressures, it 
does not follow that any old pres- 


sure will insur®é maximum mileage 
from the tire, engineers of the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany point out. 

Because balloon tires carry very 
low air pressures to begin with, 
a drop of from five to ten pounds 
represents a big percentage of de- 
crease in the total recommended 
pressuré. And s0, running under- 
inflated is just as harmful to the 
| balloon tires as it 1s to drive a car 
equipped with high-pressure tires 
/at inflations below those recom- 
mended for a normal! load. 

‘Owners of cars with balloon tires 
should never let the pressures drop 
more than 10 per cent below the 
recommended inflation for a nor- 
mal load. For instance, if the 
recommended pressure is 
pounds, the absolute minimum is 
twenty-seven pounds of air, below 
which the tire is certain ‘o suffer 
damage. 

The accompanying table of pres- 
sures for a normal loal with bal- 
loon tires is given for handy ref- 
erence. 

Failure to realize that even 
though the balloon tire offers ex- 
ceptiona] cushioning properties, it 


is, nevertheless, not a stunt tire 
is resulting in the loss of good mile- 
age to motorists, 

The erroneous impression has 
gotten abroad, Goodyear engineers 
declare, that the balloon tire is not 
only Built for comfort’ but that it 
will stand rough usage and can be 
run over the worst kind of roads, 
over railway tracks, that it can 
climb curbs and .take without dani- 
age as well, the jolt and skid which 
follows siamming in the brakes 
while the car is maintaining a 
high rate of speed. 

Properly cared for, balloon tires 
will last as long and give- mileage 
equal to that of high-pressure tires. 
It is remarkable how.much abuse 
some balloons will stand, but the 
motorist should remember that

Check Your Cooling-System Before Starting on Tours 


About twelve years ago I met a tourist at Oakland, Cal., with a 


eixty-horse-power six-cylinder automobDile, 


who had just finished a 


short tour to Mt. Shasta in the Sierra Nevada Range, complaining 


about his motor overheating. 


According to his figures he had used 


anh unusual amount of ‘water on this comparatively short tour and 
from this he was basing the quantity of water it would require to take 
him to San Diego and back, a distance of approximately 1200 miles. 
His figures showed in a joking way that it would take somewhere in 


the neighborhood of 200 barrels. 

This gentleman's complaint was 
apparently a just one, for after 
making a hurried check on one of 
the long grades back of Oakland, 
I found that the water would boil 
furiously on a grade, and boiling 
would continue at moderate speeds 


on the road, so much so that it 
was actually necessary to stop 
every twenty miles to add a couple 
of gallons of water to the cooling 
system. 

ITEMS TO CHECK 

After checking ignition and cam- 
shaft timing, and the several other 
items that would contribute to 
overheating, the cooling perform- 
ance improved somewhat, and the 
car would then run approximately 
fifty miles without needing water. 
This was further improved by 
changing the pitch of the fan 
blades and applying a fan belt with 
better attractive efficiency, but 
the main fault lay in the design. 
The fan sep#too far away from ‘the 
radiator. 
+= While the above changes re- 
sulted in some improvement, it 
was still a long ways from what 
you would call satisfactory cooling. 
However, in those ‘days this con- 
dition prevailed in many cars. 

In present-day cooling system 
designs performance of this nature 
ie practically unheard of so far as 
design is concerned, but similar 
conditions develop frequently. on 
tours as result of the radiator be- 
coming clogged, a slip in the tim- 
ing device or fan belt slippage, 
and any one of a half-dozen other 
things. In order to preclude the 
annoyance of a condition. of this 
kind on your short or long summer 
trips, form a thorough acquaint- 
ance with the cooling system on 
your particular car-and check as 
follows: 

First of all—Do not obstruct the 
front of your radiator with iarge 
license tags, special lamps and 
other equipment, which is often 
the case when a tourist is pinched 
for space to tie his extras on. Any- 
thing that obstructs the air pass- 
ing through the radiator core will 
restrict cooling efficiency. : 

When you are dolling up your 
car in the paint shop do not allow 
the painter to use a heavy paint 
on the core. The same should be 

inted with a thin dull black. 

boratory tests show that black 
paint provides better cooling ef- 
ficiency than white paint: further, 
that a dull black registers better 
cooling than a glossy black. 


FLUSH WITH WATER 


Fiush your cooling system thor- 
oughly by running water through 
with the garden hose for at least 
thirty minutes. It will rprise 
you how much sedimen and 
grease can get into the system.

Oc- 
casionally I find a car with oll 
getting into the radiator due to 
cylinder head gasket leaks. The 
latter can be detected by air bub- 
bling through the water when 
looking in the radiator spout while 
the motor ig running. I have seen 
cases where at least two quarts of 
oil were found in a radiator aft- 
er several hundred miles of run- 
ning. If this condition prevails 
when head bolts are pulled down 
tight and gasket ts in good condi- 
head or 
block is warped and 
should be remachined or the con- 
dition can often be corrected by 
grinding the head to block, using 
a grinding compound, the same as 
if you were grinding a valve. 
Freq“ently the outside surface 
of the radiator core becomes 
clogged with dirt as a result of fast 
driving on wet dirt roads. This 
condition may change a _ perfect 
cooling car to an excessive heater. 
You have no idea how a little 
coating of dirt will reduce the 
cooling efficiency. Remedy—wash 
core thoroughly, using a garden 
hose, place an oilcloth cover under 
hood over front of engine. so as 
not to wet; wires or get water into 
or on vital parts of motor. ; 
Another common occurrence 
contributing to overheating is the 
tendency of stamped steel fan 
blades flattening out. This hap- 
pens occasionally after long serv- 
ice. Blades can be bent back eas- 
ay to the original pitch. Care 
should be exercised to bend all 
blades alike, after which fan 
should be tested for true running. 
A fan out of true will result in 


very peculiar noises and vibrations. 


at high speed. 


: IN HOT CLIMATES 
In particularly hot climates 


where temperatures above 100 deg. 


prevail for long periods, it is some- 


times necessary to inc e. the 
speed of fan by changing the pul- 
leye, and to add a fan of larger 
diameter with more blades. This 
should be done by natives living 
in hot climates, {f necessnry, 
rather than be. bothered with fre- 
quent filling of radiator. How- 
ever, in the* case of tourists they 
should carry an extra supply of 
water. when traveling any great 
distance through the deserts dnd 
valleys of the West, where temper- 
atures run very high during the 
summer months, 

Watch your fan belts closely. 
Flat leather belts usually stretch 
when. radiator gets warm, thus 
making conditions worse. It may 
be necessary to use special belt 


grease or tighten your belt fre-) 


quently. In the case of V-shaped 
heits these need not be so tight, 
nor will they require very frequent 
adjusting. However, they will slip 
if oil gets on them. Pump stuffing

A water indicator or radiator 
thermometer is a good thing. The 
Gash type indicators are the most 
desirable, since they are more eae- 
ily read and not so liable to be pil- 
fered.

Facts Versus Theories 


F THE farmer could walk out of the 

slough of depression on an “agricultural 

plank,” his problems would be simple 
indeed, for all the parties striving to get to 
Washington have them. Straightening out 
the difficulties of the farmer, in fact, is as 
easy as Shooting fish in a bucket, to hear 
some of the politicians tell about it. 


Many really in touch with the agricul- 


tural situation are not so sanguine either 


as to the innumerable remedies, political 
and economical, prescribed for the farmer's 
ilis, or as to the outcome of the farmer's own 
efforts to get his business back on a firm, 
paying basis in the near future. In fact, 
the only downright convincing note of op- 
timism to be heard from some of those 
really best able to judge is an expression 
of an earnest belief that the trouble, what- 
ever it is, has, in the very nature of things, 
probably about run its course, and that the 
inevitable readjustment cannot much long- 
er be delayed. The basic industry of all, 
they point out, cannot conceivably be de 
stroyed by any combination of circum- 
stances, events or conditions, since the 
world must be fed and clothed and must, in 
extremity, pay the price to agriculture for 
that which agriculture alone can supply. + 

The number of remedies offered for the 
national predicament of agriculture has 
been exdeded only by the number of 
theories offered as to the cause thereof. A 


jot of extremely silly deductions have been 


promulgated in the course of different in- 


vestigations made by officialdom and indi-.- 


viduals concerning themselves with the far- 
mer’s plight, amd these haven't helped to 
clear things up. In fact, the clamor and 
talk about the situation have rather 
.drowned out the voices of those whose ex: 


. perience and knowledge have entitled them 


to a hearing: 


One such observer, T. J. Brown, whose 
experience in the management of a big 
farming and horticultural enterprise in Ven- 
tura County has given him exceptional op 
portunities for the study of agricultural 
conditions and problems, has summed up 
his ideas in an article for The Times Farm 
and. Tractor Magazine. His comments, 
started in last Sunday's issue, are concilud- 
ed today. Mr. Brown thinks he knows, in 
part at least, what is wrong with agricul- 
ture and he has some constructive sugges- 
tions, based, to a considerable extent, on 
ideas worked out under his own observa- 
tion, for putting the farmer’s business back 
on its feet. Agriculture, he believes, has 
been relying too much on old-time meth. 
ods and ideas, having failed to keep up with 
the procession of industries supplying com- 
plex modern needs and wants. A few rath- 
er radical changes in the farmer’s way of 
looking at things, he thinks, would work 
wonders in the way of putting and keep 
ing the nation’s basic industry on a better 


‘and more profitable basis. For one thing, 
jhe would eliminate the unfit (and he 


means poor land as well as poor farmers) 
from farming and, for another, he would 
have co-operative effort take in a wider 
scope, to the end of realizing uniformly bet- 
ter quality in production as well as better 
marketing and distribution. He would have 
the farmer take more cognizance of the 
changing appetes and requirenjents of 
the consuming public even as the manu- 
facturers of fabricated products are doing. 
But read the article itself—Mr. Brown's 
conclusions are all set forth tin a very clear 
way. 


Such opinions as Mr. Brown's are worth 


far more than all the jumped-at conclusions 
ever formulated.

WALNUT CODLIN MOTH ATTACKED | 


IN WELL ORGANIZED CAMPAIGN

N AN article appearing in the Farm 
| and Tractor Magazine on June 1, 1924, 

" W. B. Hooper, walnut specialist con- 
nected with the Agricultural Extension 
Service, gave a very comprehensive -ac- 
count of the life history and seasonal 
methods of control for the walnut codlin 
moth. The following, therefore, will be 
restricted to a brief outline of the measures 
which have been taken to control the pest 
in certain sections of Los Angeles county. 
At a later date detailed information will 
be given as to the carrying out of a con- 
trol program. 

Spraying for walnut codlin moth in Los 
Angeles county started generally in the 
infested districts on May 26, a few proper- 
ties having been treated prior to this date 
for experimental purposes. The bulk of 
the work was completed by the 10th of 
June, at which time, in most orchards, the 
hatch of eggs had passed the peak. In a 
few cases, conditions were found which 
made it possible to spray a few days 
longer. In other sections of the State 
where the pest has become serious, the 
spray period started a week or ten days 
later than in this county. 

Considering the fact that this is the 
first time that the walnut codlin moth has 
been fought in this vicinity, the spraying 
program was carried out with little diffi- 
culty. Growers made arrangements with 
the commercial spraymen a month before 
the work started. Some individuals pur- 
chased their own rigs and one co-operative 
packing house obtained six high pressure 
rigs for membership use. In one district 
the growers formed a pest control associa- 
tion which purchased a'l of the lead ar- 
senate used in their vicinity at a substan- 
tial saving in price. Horticultural inspect- 
ors, with the aid of members of the Unt- 
versity of California and the Agricultural 
Extension Service, kept close track of 
field conditions so that work could he 
Started as soon as the correct time ar 


rived. The absence of' records of former 
years added a_-comiplication to the task, 
as certain areas in which it was question- 
able whether the worm would occur in 
sufficient quantity to make treatment prac- 
tical had to be given close attention. 

Although eggs were noted on the nuts as 
early as May 15, it was days later be 
fore they were found in sufficient quanti- 
ties to warrant the beginning of work. 
The spray rigs were then brought into use 
as fast as the inspectors found orchards 
in suitable condition for treatment. 

A check was kept on each spray rig 80 
that materials were applied in a Bs Ba 
manner. Except with small trees it was 
found that a different spray gum had to be 
used for the lower and upper branches. 
Some sprayers found it most successful to 
use a high shooting gun on one line of hose 
and a low shooting gun on the other. Two 
men developed adjustable guns which 
could be used for either high or low work. 
By the time the pest reached a point where 
contro] began to look doubtful on account 
of the lateness of the season, all ‘of the 


seriously infested orchards, with the excep-4¢ facing the industry in general. 


tion of two check groves, had 
sprayed. 

In practically all cases, a half pint of 
nicotine sulfate was added to each 100 gal- 
lons of spray material in order to control 
the aphis. By following this procedure, the 
possibility of having to apply a _ special 
treatment for aphis at a later date was 
largely overcome. 

For use in future work, a detailed report 
has been kept of each property sprayed. 
At the present time data are being com- 
piled and when available it will furnish 
valuable information as to the most p 
tical methods and as to costs of treatment. 

The walnut growers are to be congratu- 
lated on the whole-hearted manner in which 
they have taken steps to stop the codlin 
moth before it becomes a serious pest gen- 
erally for Los Angeles county. 
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the staple or coarser foods and commod- 
ities has been reached, and that the pro- 
ducer of the succulent and fancy classifica- 
tion of products will not have properly 
worked out his problem, sspecially from 
the larger aspect of social well-being, when 
viewed from a dietary angle. 

The immediate future will. witness the 
evolution of a system of merchandising of 
prepared and semi-prepared foodstuffs 
much more radical than that which fol- 
lowed the invention of the refrigerator car 
and the tin can. Economy of space, lack 
of time and inclination for cooking, ab- 
sence of knowledge of household economy 
and desire for freedom from cookery in- 
cidentals (edors, garbage, wastes, etc.) will 
lead to greater demand by the urban resi- 
dent for more hghly concentrated, better- 
keeping, less bulky, more easily prepared 
and higher-flavored foodstuffs. 


Expression of essential oils, concentra- 
tion a fruit juices, syrups, etc. dehydra- 
tion of pulps, dessication of fibers and 
grains, the development of containers 
wherein heating and seasoning can be con- 
veniently done will be the demand of the 
city dealer that will soon require solution 
by the producer and distributor. Curing, 
preserving and processing of our principal — 
products is fairly satisfactory at present, 
but the demand from the highly congested 
districts will result in the development. of 

sses of conserving and methods of dis- 
tribution that will make present activities 
along those lines appear most crude by com- 
parison. 

Housekeeping is fast going out of date 
in cities and will further become an obso . 
lete characteristic of the urban resident. 
Catering clubs and coramunity service or- 
ganizations will soon take up the burden of 
preparing and serving meals, probably by 
a combination of public or co-operative din- 
ing places and private service in apart- 
ments and other abodes. 


QUALITY DEMANDED 


With increased incomes, the.city dwellers 
afe demanding quality at the expense of 
oll ona Only 20 to 60 per cent of the 
gross production of agricultural commodl- 
ties ag ot into the classes designated aa 
“Fancy,” “Choice,” “Selected,” etc. (or some 
other distinctive designation, depending on 
the article) by the trade engaged in mer- 
chandising that article. We can figure that 
the average of all agricultural production 
sold at a profit will not exceed 50 per cent 
of the gross yields. The inferior portions 
of crops and the waste from processing and 
curing do not sell for enough to \pay the 
cost of production. | 


The foregoing (including what was said 
in my article last week) brings us back to 
the matter of the natural elimination of the 
nonagricultural la-ds and the inefficient op- 
erator—very often in combination—from 
our scheme of agricultural economics. 

Inferior products, produced under adverse 
conditions as a rule furnish unfair competi- 
tion for the grower of quality commodities. 
From an economic standpoint this compe- 
tition has still another angle. The price 
unit for off-crades of produce is, in the 
end, higher than the figure the better 
grades of properly grown and matured 
firsts can be procured for. In other words, 
the purchaser pays more for the same net 
worth when buying the articles cheaper in 
first cost. 

Standardization and inspection will soon 
cure the quality evil and when we progress 
in the program of soil building, seed test- 
ing and selection, cow testing, quality pro- 
duction, honest pack, standardization of 
product, co-operative marketing and buying, 
to the above princtpals, to which we should 
all be committed, there will be fewer 
lems left for solution and the farmer will 
have more time in which to solve them. 


PROBLEM IS FARMER'S

Remember this: The agricultural 
lem always has been and always will be 
the farmer’s problem and his alone, He i# 
the only one with the proper knowledge

Recent rapid advances in utility and de 
sign of modern farm machinery have made 
possible the release of great numbers of 
men, formerly required for agriculture, to 
fill the requirements of manufacture and 
general industry for man power. 

The drift of the surplus rural population 
cityward, instead of being a calamity, as is 
held by some, is a practical and natural 
equalizer of population. Most of the pope- 
lation drifting from the rural districts is 
composed of the less efficient of our people. 
If it were not for the outlet represented by 
urban and industrial demands for man pow- 
er, there would be an oversupply of farm . 
workers, with consequent lessened rural 
comforts and conveniences.

uarters normal, according to local 
growers. The 1923 crop was 80 per cent 
first grade and this year the average of 
perfect nuts will run around 66 per cent, 
growers say. These estimates are made 
after a survey of the orchards, but are re- 
garded by J. W. Doolen, secretary of the 
Goleta Walnut Growers’ Association, as 
too low. His estimate is that the crop for 
the valley district will average 75 per cent 
perfect, or over 80 per cent normal.

FRUIT MEN WARNED 


FRESNO:—F. B. Johnson, county sealer 
of weights and measures, recently issued 
a statement to the effect that shippers of 
figs and other fruit products of Fresno 
county must observe the California net 
container act if they wish to avgid pen- 
alties and monetary loss. The statement 
was made because of a complaint from San 
Francisco that some shipments of figs from 
Fresno county have not been labeled in ac- 
cordance with’ State and Federal require- 
ment. “The California Net Container Act 
requires all packers to state on the con- 
tainers the net weight thereof,” Mr. John- 
son explained. “Failure to do so is a vio- 
lation of the act and igs made punishable 
by prosecution or confiscation of the en- 
tire shipment by the Weights and Measures 
Department. In addition, the weight of 
the commodity must meet with the de- 
clared contents at the time of shipment.” 


MUST CONSERVE POWER

_ MAKING ITSELF FELT 


The influence of weather on crops and 


outdoor operations in California for the | 


week ending June 24th was reported by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
Weather Bureau as follows: ; 
“No rain fell in California during the week. 
Temperatures averaged above normal. The 
first two days were moderately warm, fol- 
lowed by a few days with abnormal after 
noon temperatures. The week closed 
with cooler weather, and fog at night and 
in the mornings along the coast. Dry 
occurred on one or two 
days, but they were generally less marked 
and less severe than they have been in 
other weeks of the present season. Streams 
became still lower and snow on the ground 
in the mountains was rapidly reduced. The 
Sacramento River was markedly below its 
normal stage, and in some reaches was 
lower than at any previous time in history; 
all of its tributaries showed but little run- 
off. In the San Joaquin Valley the supply 
of gravity water was practically exhausted.

All varieties of beans 
grew well, and sugar beets developed nicely 
except in some fields where there was in- 
sufficient water. Winter and spring crops 
of peas, artichokes and lettuce were mostly 
cleaned up. Summer truck was plentiful 
in the markets. 


“Almonds, walnuts, and deciduous fruits 
in general developed rapidly with the pre 
vailing warm weather, but some orchards 
continued to show deleterious effects of the 
drought. The dry, warm weather has kept 
mildew out of the vineyards this year, but 
the spring frosts and drought have appar- 
ently reduced the crop: Picking of cher- 
ries, peaches, plums, apricots, apples and 
berries progressed. Apricot picking will 
begin in the Santa Clara Valley soon. Cit- 
rus fruits did well; there has been little 
dropping this year. In Southern California, 
picking of lemons and Valencia oranges 
proceeded.” 


CITRUS INSTITUTE 
PLANS ARE SHAPING 


PASADENA.—Emphasizing the econaqmic 
factors which make up the most seri@us 
problems in the citrus industry at the pr 
ent time, the second Southern California 
citrus institute will be held under the aus- 
pices of the Agricultural BPxtension Serv- 
ice and Southern California Farm Bureaus 
in Pasadena, July 18, followed by the sev- 
enth annual pest control school here on 
July 19. The principal discussions on the 
institute program will deal with quantity 
production in relation to costs, quality pro- 
duction in relation to profit, recent Florida 
developments and their relation to the Cali- 
fornia citrus industry, packing-house costs 
and possible economies, and the possibility 
of increasing consumption by direct sales. 
A special feature of the program will be 
the launching of the Southern California 
of the Farm 
Bureau. The sessions will be held in the 
auditorium of the Pasadena High School. 

The pest control school, under the same 
auspices, will be featured by special re- 
ports dealing with the progress of orange 
tortrix investigations, control of the citro- 
phylus mealybug, the working plans of the 
beneficial insect laboratary of the uni- 
versity, Scale-control results for the 1923 
season in Los Angeles county, the control 
of black scale by spraying, and the con- 
trol of citricola scale in the Redlands dis- 
trict as indicated in a recent survey. The 
sessions will also be held in the high-school 
auditorium. 


WAR IS WAGED ON 
RODENTS IN NEVADA 


River these animals cause enormous losses 


RENO (Nev.)—The rodent control opera- 
tions in Nevada in 1923 by the: Biological 
Survey, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, were largely confined to ground- 
squirrel extermination. In practically the 
entire country west of the Mississippi 


by digging up the planted seeds of farm 
crops and by cutting down. the growing 
crops throughout the season to harvest 
time.

DEL SUR.—Within the past few weeks 
grasshoppers have been hatching by the 
thousands and it appears certain that if 
they are not checked by control methods, 
they will probably do considerable damage 
to grain and alfalfa fields. With the co-op 
eration of Horticultural Inspector Kinsley, 
the whole community under the leadership 
of the Del Sur Farm Center is actively at 
work trying to control the pest. 

As the grasshoppers emerge they search 
for food, hunting green material of some 
kind. Some of the er fields failed to grow 
much on account of the drouth and the 
grasshoppers are feeding on them. The 
chances for greatest damage are with the 
alfalfe fields, as alfalfa is “cake” for grass- 
hoppers. 

The Horticultural Commissioner’s office 
is supplying poison bran mash at cost to 
the growers and is employing men to do 
the work of applying the poison. Members 
of the Farm Bureau also are aiding in the

ERHAPS half of the questions ad- 
P dressed to members of the staff of the 


division of agriculture engineering, 
University of California, regarding the use 
ef concrete on the farm have to do with 
some phase of water proofing. Sometimes 
the difficulty encountered is due to cracks 
or breaks in the floor or walls of the tank. 
In a case of this kind the concrete may be 
chipped out one inch on either side of the 
crack and the cavity Siled with a hot tar 
or asphalt. 

But when the leakage is due to the poros- 
ity of the concrete, the remedy is not so 
simple. Plastering with a half-inch or thick- 
er coating of a cement mortar may suffice 
if sufficient bond may be had on the old 
work to hold the new. Sometimes it is 
necessary to roughen up the surface to se- 
sure this bond. The face of the old work 
should in any case be well wet down before 
plastering to prevent it absorbing the 
moisture from the mortar before the latter 
has had sufficient time to attain its set.

The action in 
this case appears to be a reaction of the 
applied solution with free chemical salts 
in the concrete to form insoluble com- 
pounds. One such chemical which is listed 
by a cement company as being worthy of 
trial ig a solution of sodium silicate, com- 
monly termed water glass, in three to five 
parts of water and applied as a saned at 
intervals of twenty-four hours. Usually 
two or more applications are required, it is 
stated, depending upon the porosity of the 
concrete, 

Another formula that has been generally 
used may be incorporated in the concrete 
at the time of pouring to act as an insurance 
against rather than a remedy for water 
leakage. This formula consists. of five 
pounds of powdered alum and one pound of 
lye dissolved in ten quarts of water. One- 
half pint of this solution is used in every 
bucketful of water used in mixing the ce- 
ment. One-half pint of the solution in a 
bucketful of water thickened to a heavy 
wash with pure cement is recommended as 


ja waterproof wash which may be used sim- 


ilarly to the water glass solution. 


Any of the solutiong usea must be given 
time to react or set before subjected to the 
water. This time varies, but ordinarily 
will be a minimum of two days to a week. 
It goes without saying, of course, that it 
is usually impossible to remedy a leak 
while the water level outside is exerting a 
pressure against that area or when the area 
is submerged. In any of the solutions at- 
tempted, greater success will be attained if 
the treatment is applied to the surface 
through which the water enters rather than 
the one through which it is pushing out. 

As in most other cases of cause and ef- 
fect, prevention is better than remedy in 
waterproofing concrete, By the ohservance 
of certain simple rules at the time of pour- 
ing, concrete can be made sufficiently water- 
tight for all practical purposes. Briefly 
these ruleg are: Proper selection and pro- 
portioning of materials, using a 1:2:4 mix 
of san@ and crushed rock, or a 1:4 mix of 
gravel, with no aggregate larger than half 
the thickness of the wall; Proper placing 
in the forms making certain that the coarse 
rock doeg not separate from the finer in 
pouring; proper spading of the concrete 
in the forms, pushing the coarser aggregate 
into the interior of the wall to give a 
smooth, dense surface on both sides of the 
wall; proper joining of one day’s pouring 
with that of the previous day by leaving 
the top roughened and starting the new 
pouring with a creamy mix of sand and ce- 
ment for a bonding layer; and leaving the

to prevent cracking. If desired, 


@icrete surface may be painted soon after the 


forms are removed with a cement and water 
wash to fill surface checks and pore spaces.

Anyway, the fact is that no matter how long the 


span of life may be, it comes to an end sometime, at

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Besides, we have a secondary digestive 
apparatus which plays an accessory func- 
tion to the main tube. This consists of: 
teeth, tongue, salivary glands, tonsils, and 
uvula, liver, gall bladder, pancreas and 
vermiform appendix.

It performs a mechanical and 
chemical function. . 

The incisor or front cutting teeth, 8 in 
number, cut and split the food. The four 
Canines, or eye teeth, tear the food.; The 
8 bicuspids and 12 tricuspids, also called 
premolars and molars, grind the food. The 
entire process of physical destruction of 
incoming food is known as mastication. 

While the teeth are breaking and tearing 
food into shreds, there are six giands, 3 on 
each side, pouring saliva into the mouth. 
These are the salivary glands and consist 
of the following; The parotid gland, im- 
bedded in the cheek; the sublingual gland, 
which, as the name implies, is found under- 
meath the tongue; and the submaxillary 
gland under the lower maxilla or jaw bone. 

Saliva is the-@rst digestive fluid acting on 
the food. The active digestive substance 
in its is called ptyalin. Ptyalin is an en- 
zyme. An enzyme is a substance present 
in minute amounts and which induces 
chemical action to take place. 

The tongue also plays an important di- 
gestive function. The food is rolled and 
tossed about, and is placed in position for 
the digestive juices and teeth to act up- 
on. The tongue also places each mass‘ of 
food, called a bolus, in a position near the 
pes and uvula so that swallowing may 

place. We call this méchanical action 
of the tongue degluitition. 

Another function of the tongue is tasting. 
This is accomplished by means of a number 
of delicate ridges called taste buds, pres- 
ent on the top of the tongue. As the food 
touches each of these tiny mounds, it 
sends a nervous message to the brain im- 
Parting its sense of taste. When people 
have inflamed tongues they frequently lose 
their sense of taste because the food can- 
not touch these taste bud ridges due to the 
inflammation. 

The tonsils play no evident part in diges- 
tion, but are vitally affected by the enti 
digestive process. Their frequent inflam- 
mation is invariably due to wrong func 
tioning of the digestive apparatus. They 
are a fertile source of infection, probably 

use they stand as guardians of the 
throat. Tonsils are lymph glands. Lymph 
glands are the structures in the body which 
manufacture lymph, a fluid flowing through- 
out the body, just as vital as the blood.

Alcohol and witch habel rubs, caustic 
and medicated soaps, lotions, washes and 
ointments, all tend to wash away these nec- 
essary oils. Some day these people will 
learn that they can neither feed nor heal 
the skin by external measures. A healthy 
skin must come from clean blood.

It is of 
course, the deposition of calcium salts that 
makes bones rigid and hard. 


“Rickets may affect all the bones of the 
skeleton, but usually the ones involved are 


* the long bones, such as those in the arms 


an@yecs. The ribs and skull are also very 
commonly affected, and the teeth, When 
calcium salts fail to be deposited and the 
bones become softer and more pliable, any 
influence which exerts pressure, such as 
the force of body weight or muscular ac 
tivity, will gradually bring about bending 
and deformity. This is seen in bow-legs 


‘sometimes of extreme degree, or in deform- 


ity of the chest, where the ribs join the 
breastbone. Sometimes the bones become 
so soft that they break; and in certain 
types of advanced and severe rickets it 
becomes necessary to put children to bed 
in plaster casts In order to prevent broken 
bones or serious deformities due to unusual 
degrees of bending. Very often rickets 
of the teeth, leading to 


make the teeth of the second dentition 
faulty in structure. 


“Children suffering from rickets also be- 
come somewhat pale. That this pallor fs 
often a sign of anemia fs shown by the fact 
that the number ‘of red blood cells and 
their coloring matter, hemoglobin, is also 
diminished. Rickets is not usually accom- 
panied by a loss of weight. The children 
suffering from this disease are often found 
to be well nourished in appearance, al- 
though their muscles and skin may. feel 
fi and their general ——— be one 
of “pastiness. 


“@hildren suffering rm rickets rarely 
acquire it before the second month or after 
the fourth year. This is the period of high 
susceptibility to rickets. As has been 
hinted above, it may occur in a severe 
form involving many bones and causing 
great softening of all of them; or it may 
be a very mild disease with only a few 
bones involved and these only to a slight 
degree. If the latter is the case, this 
malady often goes on to spontaneous cure 
unrecognized by the child, the parents or 
the physician, and the only trace that it 
leaves is perhaps the remains of what is 
known as the ‘rachitic rosary.’ This con- 
sists of a row of beadlike knobs along the 


front of the chest where the ribs join the 


breastbone, and sometimes persists for 
many years after all other evidence of the 
disease has disappeared. 

“Of course children who suffer from 
rickets are more apt to be ‘delicate chil 
dren.’ They are mote prone to develop 
certain forms of respiratory diseases, such 
as colds, bonchitis, pneumonia and also tu- 
poo In fact, such diseases, when 


complicate the underlying condition 
of rickets, probably produce more fatal out- 
comes than does the actual rickets itself. 
“To say that a child was a ‘rickety’ child 
used to convey to the average layman some 
hint of unhealthy parentage or, in other 
instances, of parental neglect. It was sup- 
posed by many people that only the chil- 
dren of the least well-todo suffered from 
this mysterious ailment; and this in turn 


“was attributed either to poor inherited. 
Physical qualities plus poor food or to bad 


home surroundings, poor air and light and 

lack of cleanliness. It was also thought 

that rickets was a relatively rare disease, 
that the children of prosperous, healthy 
ple did not acquire it. | 

* “As far as this latter statement is con- 
cerned, we now know that such is not the 
case. In large and more or less congested 
communities the rich as well as the poor 
suffer from this affliction. In fact, ft has 
been estimated by many competent, ob 
servers that over 90 per cént of all children 
in large cities suffer from rickets. 

“It is true that there are relatively fewer 
Cases to be found in the rural commoanities 
than in the cities. The probable explana- 
tion of this fact leads us directly to the 


consideration of one of the important fac- 


tors concerned in the treatment of rickets, 
This factor is sunlight, or even certain 
ultra-light rays artificially produced. If the 
dietary reqtirements are met 
and there is ample exposure of the uncov- 


ered skin to the rays of the sun, a great 


improvement is usually obtainable in the

tries where the sun's rays are more intense. 
“The well-known’ faet’that negroes living 
in the temperate tones are tery prone to 
develop rickets is. interesting, particularly 
in view of the fact that when treatment by 
sunlight is applied to large numbers of 
children of any community the mémbers of 
the negro race, in contrast to those of the 
white race, show a lesser degree of im- 
provement and require correspondingly 
larger doses of light to bring about bene. 
ficial results. This fact suggests that the 
pigment of their skin is more resistant to 
the effect of rays of light than the less 
pigmented skin of the white race. The 
stronger rays of the sun in tropical cll- 
mates will, however, protect even the pos- 
sessor of black skin.” 


Readers, note the particular emphasis 
Dr. Geyelin places on eunlight. Perhaps it 
might seem difficult to co-relate nutrition 
and sunlight, but every clinical and prac- 
tical evidence shows that not only sunlight 
ol a number of other factors affect nutri- 
t 

Building a child’s body free from rickets 
is. more than a nutritional problem. Baby 
must have ample sunlight, adequate oppor- 
tunity to exercise, training in habits of 
elimination, an environment: conducive to- 
ward quiet sleep, and above all must be 
free from that nervous ténsion which is 
characteristic of the average adult. 

Rickets is unnecessary, ncicteetamaes and 
completely avoidable. 


Diet andgAthletics. 


HE following communication is inter- 
esting because it shows a new trend in 
popular athletic training.

GENUINE signature is the very im- 
press of the writer’s individuality, 
and for this reason it often differs materi- 
ally from the body of the letter. When 
this is the case, the graphologist is called 
upon to reconcile the discrepancies  be- 
tween the main text and the actual signa- 
ture by comparative deductions and what 
is graphologically known as resultants. 

For instance, should the letter itself be 
written at an angle sloping to the right, 
while the signature slants upward in a 
vertical direction, the analyist will take 
this into account and be justified in con- 
cluding that the writer possesses some of 
the traits characteristic of the vertical 
writer. The same applies to those whose 
signature slopes backward, while the body 
of the letter is written either vertically 
or inclining forward. 

In a word, the signature has a signifi- 
cance of its own, and by observing the for- 
mation of the capitals, their height, breadth 
‘and general outline, together with initial 
strokes—if any—and above all the termi- 
nals, the scientific analyst can determine 


whether a man is mainly governed by his 


heart or his head, whether he leans toward 
sentiment or self-interest, the estimation 
in which he holds himself, and his. Jogical 
or intuitive trend of thought: Economical 
tendencies or the reverse are also re- 
vealed by the signature as are imagina- 
tion and the faculties of concentratf®n and

This is the penmanship of one who is 
super-sensitive, volatile and changeable.

“We've got too many progressive people 
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home, and each window had 225 of these 
shells, taken from the shores of Manila 
Bay. Multiplying 600 by 225 makes 135,000, 
which is the actual number of the pearl 
squares in that one building, not including 
the lights at the ends of the halls. This 
gives also an idea of the size of the struc. 
ture. The number of pupils was almost 
2000. The building with the land cost 
almost $150,000. It had thirty-six class- 
rooms, a kitchen, a carpenter shop, some 
echool offices, and a library. | 


In the Schoolrooms 


architecture of these schools em- 

braces features that might profitably 

be adopted at home. The halls run through 
the buildings with the schoolrooms on 
each side, all floored and lighted as I have 


described. This gives a row of rooms on 


each side of the hall. Each room ie twenty 
to thirty feet square with a high ceiling, 
and is lighted by windows that swing m 
and out upon pivots so as to regulate the 
light and air. The walls between the 
rooms—and this is a most remarkable fea- 
ture—are doors of mahogany extending al- 
most to the cefling, which can be folded so 
that within a few minutes the whole row 
of rooms on one side of a hall can be 
thrown into one. The rooms can be en- 
larged or diminished in size at the will of 
the teacher. 

The school furniture formerly came from 
the States. It was bought in large lots 
and was comparatively cheap. Now >it is 
made here in Manila and elsewhere 
throughout the islands, and in some cases 
it is the work of the children themselves. 


The school desks are a bit rough, but they 


cost perhaps one-fifth as much as the im- 
ported desks of the past. Every school- 
room is well supplied with desks, with 
blackboards between frames of mahogany 
running along the walls from one end to 
the other, with a sand table and maps, and 
some fairly good pictures although often no 
more than prints. | 

I have been surprised at the cleanliness 
of the buildings and all their surroundings, 
The floors like those of a Dutch kitchen

t Ben teaching of embroidery and other 
industries begins_as soon as a child en- 
ters a school, and some of the beautiful 
pieces sold in the States are the work of the 
pupils. The boys learn to make hats and 
baskets. There is a period of industrial 
work every day, and no girl can enter the 
high school without having gone through 
courses in embroidery, plain sewing, 
clothes-making, and how to manage a home, 
including the care of infants. I am told 
that after passing through the first few 
grades the girls make their own clothes; I 


saw some beau 


in their school dances and festivals. 


they were working as I went through. — 

In another room a score of boys with 
pen and ink were decorating and lettering 
the diplomas of their class for the com- 
ing commencement. The work was beau- 
tifully dome. Many of the children earn 
money by the work which they do in the 
schools and at home. I saw some seventh- 
grade embroidery which was exquisitely 
stitched. 

,We strolled trough the buildings, now 
and then stopping to talk to a teacher, to 
listen to a song in English sung by the 
children, to hear a class recite its lessons, 
and to ask tlie children questions of one 
kind or another. I was charmed with the 
teachers. Those I met are educated 
women, quite as well dressed as our women 
at home. They speak good English and 
geem to understand their jobs. The super- 
intendents of some of the buildings were 
men clad in white duck, and looking ‘as 
though they had just come out of a band- 
box. All were courteous and polite, and 
it seemed to me that every child I met was 
quite as well bred as the average of our 
children at home. The American teachers 
tell me that the little Filipinos are more 
docile than the little Americans, and easier 
to govern. 

The intelligence of the pupiis will also 
compare in every classroom favorably 
with that of the American schooichild.

known as the defensive attitude. He does 
not seek to take advantage of others or to 
assert himself unduly, but he certainly will 
see to it that others do not interfere with 
him and he will fight hard in self-defense. 
In this particular exemplar originality and 
imagination are also very conspicuous, as 
indicated by the capital letters and by the 
final “y.” , 

The Greek “e” which is associated with 
mental ¢ulture and the desire for intel- 
lectual advancement is also seen in the 
script, but in my experience this particu- 
lar formation of the “e” does not always 
carry with it a love of knowledge, as in 


some instances it appears to be an ac-/ 


quired habit rather than the expression of 
an innate desire for self-development. 


The last stroke of a signature which fin- 
fishes with a long upstroke signifies the ag- 
gressive type of individual, the stickler for 
his own rights, the natural self-assertive 
man or woman, who will not yield an inch. 
The handwriting which accompanies such 
a signature is usually as positive and em- 
phatic as the terminal upstroke. How far 
the writer carries his aggressive militant 
attitude can only be determined by the 
quality of the writing regarded as a whole.

He has developed the art of 
self-repression and concealment to perfec- 
tion, and to attempt to penetrate his un- 
derlying ulterior motives would be use- 
less. 


Endowed with a dual nature the writer 
has the capacity for intrigue, hia mentality 
being an involved labyrinth of ideas, 
promptings, motives. The secretiveness 


Tpatural to such a man finds expression in 


the tightly closed circles described by the 
vowels “a” and “o.” | 
Again we have the lightning signature as 
a noticeable feature in the signature of a 
few men and women whose mental proc- 
esses are as vivid and trenchant as a flash 
of lightning. Persons of this caliber do 
not stop to pause and consider nor do they 
invoke logic and reason. They arrive at 
their conclusions instantaneously, instinc- 
tively, by a rapid mental process akin to 
intuition. They are always persons of a 
decided mental type, quick to decide and 
prompt to act. Unless this feature is tem- 
pered by modifying factors, they are apt 
to find themselves in a tight corner, sooner

In direct contrast to this type of man 
we have the credulous, confiding individual, 
whose logical perceptions are not as well de- 
veloped. In the accompanying illustration 
—part of an address on a letter—we have 
a good example of this special trait. The 
width of the letter “h” at its base is great- 
er than at the upper portion, and the for- 
mation of the letter “s” denotes that the 
writer would be a rash investor, and lend 
a ready ear to plausible representations. 
He is not discriminating in his judgments. 
In this particular instance, however, there 
are qualifying factors, and as already stat- 
ed, every feature of a penmanship must be 
carefully noted and rightly estimated be- 
fore delivering judgment. 


It cannot be too emphatically stated that 
in studying human naturegas disclosed by 
the penmanship, it is imperative to examine 
closely every sign and qualifying factor, 
such as the slope of the writing, the di- 
rection taken by the lines/ whether they 
lie evenly on the paper or tend to rise or 
descend; the size of the penmanship, its 
quality, the spacing of words and of the 
letters, the one from the other, the mar- 
gins, the speed with which the writing has 
been penned, the formation of the “i” dots, 
their distanc®. from the “i” itself, the sixty- 
odd methods of crossing the “t,” the initial 
strokes to the first letter of each word, or 
the absence of such, the terminals to words, 
the capitals and the divergencies disclosed 
by the signature, etc, etc. 

“A little knowledge is a dangerous thing,” 
and in no field of study is this more em- 
phatically true than in the study of human 
nature as portrayed by the penmanship.

fornia oil-cloth flowers will always 
be popular, The summer sun that 
bleaches these artistic blossoms 


will have to be a strong one, so to 


begin: with, if you wish a crown 
of these attractive flowers, secure: 

One-quarter yard red oil cloth, 
a red flower center, some medium 
wire, and als fine wire, red tape 
and red cambrig. 

Cut ollcloth two incheg. wide ‘and 
three and. one-half riches. long. 
Turn dewn ond long side one-eight 
inch On wrong’ side. Turn this over 
once more. Measure down three- 
quarters inch from top edge. and 
turn corner down. Turn opposite 
corner down, turn other corner the 
same way. Gather lower edge, 
drawing up tightly. Make four 
petals, using oilcloth one and 
three-quarter fnches wide and 
three inches long. Arrange five 
emall petals in circle, sewing gath- 
ered ends together. Group the five 
petals in a circle behind the first 
group. Sew flower centers to cen- 
ter of flower; cut five leaves of 
oileloth and five leaves of cam- 

c. 


Cut a piece of wire two inches 
long. Paste cambric leaf on back 
of ollcloth leaf, letting an end of 
wire one and one-half inch ex- 
tend up between them to form the 
stem. Put stems on other leaves 
in same manner. 

Cut a piece of heavy wire three 
and one-half inches long. Sew 
one end to center of flower in 


back.. Twist the stems of the 
leaves around the stem of the 
flower. Wind red tape closely 


around the stem. With a _ pencil 
mark the veins in the leaves. 


SATIN POPPY 7 

You will need one-eighth yard 
deep rose satin, one-eighth yard 
pale rose satin, some yellow flower 
centers, medium wire, three yards 
of narrow tan shaded ribbon and 
a circle of canvas. 

Sew flower centers to center of 
canvas, bending canvas from back 
to form foundation for wire. 
Twist a seven-inch piece of wire 
around base of flower centers and 
canvas. Cut eight pieces of deep 
rose satin, using small triangular 
pattern. Lay one piece on top of 
another and stitch all the way 
around. Take a small pleat in the 
painted end. This finishes one 
petal; make three more in the 
same manner. Group them close- 
ly around the flower centers and 
sew in place. Make three petals in 
same inanner with deep rose and 
use the center triangle for a pat- 
tern. Group around petals 
and sew in place. 

Make seven petals (large) with 
dark rose on one side and pale 
rose on the other, using the larg- 


est triangle for a pattern. Group ert 


these large petals around the oth- 
ers and sew them in place. Wind 
the narrow ribbon tightly around 
the stem and base of flower.
